Ottawa.—The railway committee fin- 
ally reported a bill to incorporate the 
Nelson river railway, several clauses 
of which were held over when the bill 
was last before the committee at the 
reauest of Hon. Clifford Sifton, chair- 
man of the commission on conserva- 
tion. Chairman Guthrie read a letter 
from Mr. Sifton in which it was said 
that the commission does not consider 
that the company would have any 
rights to the waters of the Saskatzh+ 
wan and Nelson rivers, The company 
would have to secure its power rights 
from the interior department. Mr. 
Sifton suggested a number of amond- 
ments to safeguard the water powers. 
The clause authorising the cons ruc- 
tion of tramways was stricken out and 
the bill was finally adopted. 

Dr. Neeley’s bill respecting Pri ce 
Albert and Hudson Bay Co., which 
authorizes the company to construct 
branch lines from Prince Albert to 
Calgary and from that point on its 
authorized line to Me'fort on the Cana- 
dian Northern was reported.

WEALTH W!TH PEOPLE 


A World-Wide Scheme of Philanthropy 
{ is Worked Out by the Standard Oil 
Magnate—Millions are to be Lavish- 
ed for the Betterment of Mankind— 
Most Gigantic Scheme ever Con- 
ceived by the Human Mind, 


Washington, D. C.—A_ world-wide 
scheme of philauthropy— stupend.us 
‘iu its seope—in which the Rockeieller 
‘millious are to be lavished, for the 
betterment of mankind, is forecasted | 
in the bill introduced in the se ate; 
by Mr. Gallinger, oi New Humpshire, 
providing tor the incorporation of the 
“Rockefeller foundation.” Detiils as 
to the exact plans of Mr. Rockeieller 
are lucking here, aside from the ury 
phraseology itseit ali that is known of 
the plan is gleaned from the staie- 
ments mude by Mr. Galiinger, aft r he 
hud preseated the bill. “I am not 
authorized, said he, to speak for Mr. 
Rockefeller, but there is no doubt that 
fie proposes to spena his miliions. He 
has ulreauy spent $£2,00,000 through 
the general euucation board, I tave 
no doubt that Mr. Rockefeller intends 
to give away his money on a_ scale 
greater than any other living 
man, I am not acquainted with all o1

The second is the 
general education fund, which is to be 
increased from $53,000,000 to approxi- 
mately over $100,000,000, and will still 
further extend the work of the ge‘. ral 
education board, as already organiz.d. 
The third and smallest fund is to be 
set aside for the Rockefeller family. 

It hes been estimated that if Mr. 
Rockefeller lives to the age of 80, and 
he is now in his 7ist year, his for- 
tune would amount to one billion more 
than ever one man possessed be.ore, 
Tt inay he Mr. Rockefeller’s idea to en- 
cournge-the growth of his fortune up 
to the time of his death, starting the 
work of the Rockefeller Foundation 
during his lifotime and willing to it 
his great fortune.

MORE SETTLERS 


jovernment Expects Hundred Thouss 
and Immigrants to Arrive From 
United States During Year. 


Ottawa.—The influx’ of séttlers into 
the Canadian west this year promises 
to great surpass all previous re- 
cords. Reports received by the immi- 
gration department indicate that the 
arrivals from the American states, per- 
ticularly from the ,northwest, will, ex- 
ceed the one hundted thousand mark. 

During the first month of this year 
there has been an increase of over 100 
per cent. increase on the homesteads 
taken up, The total number of eniries 
for January was 2,698, as compared 
with 1,308 in January of last year, an 
increase of 1,390. Americans lead with 
913 homestead entrics and there were 
in addition 43 ea dey Canadians 
from U. 8. The entries by Canadians 
totalled 661. English immigrants took 
331 homesteads, Scotch 97, and Irish 
29. The remaining 413 homesteads 
taken up during the month wer» by 
people from other European countries.

SLIDES IN MOUNTAINS| 


TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE 
ROGERS PASS ON C.P.R. 


AT 


A Series of Snow Slides Along Main 
Line of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Cause Appalling Loss of Life— 
Over 1,200 Feet of Snow Sheds are 
Wiped Out—Bodies of Dead Will 
Likely all be Recovered. 


Rogers Pass, B.C.—A mass of wet 
snow, tearing down the mountain side, 
awept berween 63 and 80 men to death 
on Saturday morning, shortly ufter} 
midnight und caused ad the 
worst railway wreck in the history of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. ‘The 
railway men know that there are 63 
men lying beneath the snow and 
debris, for they are railway men, It 
is known that there are others in the 
muss, but the number is unknown. Ot 
the men, 32 ire Japaiese, 

This is the season for snow slides, 
and before sunset Friday a tremen- 
dous slide covered the track. kxira 
wangs were immediately placed on the 
roud to clear the track, and had wo:k 
ed until 1 a.m, Then, without warn- 
ing, the second slide, more massive 
than any before, swept down with 
terrific force and blotted out the men 
in a twinkling, under 50 feet of snow 
filling the cut completely. 

The combined crews consisted of 100 
men, but of these 63 were at work 
with two engines and a rotary, cleur- 
ing the track, Some distance behind, 
the remaining men were asleep in the 
vars and were resting for their turn on 
the work. The slide wiped the forward 
gang completely out of existence, onl: 
one man, John Murton, being haved 
and he is so badly bruised that he has 
uot recovered coisciousness and can 
give no account of the disast:r, 

The slide, as is always the c se, 
started small and spread out like a 
fan as it swept down the mountain 
side. The extent of this slide was im-; 
mense, and the outer edges of the fan 
smashed against the cars with the 
sleeping men, moving the cars, though 
causing no injury. 

It was some little time before the 
terrible accident was reported, as the 
telegraph wires went down under the 
snow, ice and debris. As soon as word 
wis sent out, relief curs were rushed 
to the scene of the disaster. 

On Saturday the work of recovering 
the bodies was curried on vigorously, 
with the result that eleven, all dead, 
were taken out.

A third slide occurred at Glenogle, 
eight miles east of Golden, B. C. This 
cleared out another large portion of 
the track, but the line was clear at the 
time and there were not fatal results. 

All bodies will be recovered from the 
Rogers Pass slide, ns they were not 
carried down the valley, hut caught 
in a heavy cut, The rotary plow, the 
engine and sever:! boarding cars ure 
buried completely under masses of ice, 
rock and timber, along with the men 
who perished.

lutionist Well. 


have occasioned a pouring forth of 
anecdote and reminiscence, Mr. James 
Bryce notes “four men likely to be 
remembered among the English-apeak- 
ing races as long as Engiisn is spok- 
en—two statesmen, Abranam Lincoln 
and William E. Gladstone; one poet, 
Aired Vennyson; and one man of sci- 
enc2, Charles Darwin.” ‘Lhe British 
an:bassador goes on to observe, in his 
article on Darwin in Harper’s Maga- 
zine, that while “the last named of 
these "was the one whose influence 
spread most widely over the whole of 
civilized mankind during his lifetime, 
and continues to be felt with undi- 
minished force to day,” he was “the 
one among those four who was least 
known personally.” Although his 
books and his theories were being dis- 
cussed all over the world, his pe:sonal- 
ity remained uniamiliar even to his 
own countrymen, His life was un- 
eventiul, or, as Mr, bryce puts it, it 
had in it only one event, his voyage 
on the expioring ship weagie, fur. 
suing the conventicnal clussical edu- 
cation at Surewsbury, his home town, 
anu later at Edinburgh and Cam- 
bridge, intending to tuke orders in 
the Church of Engluna, he began to 
manifest un interest in birds and in- 
sects, and became known to Prof. 
Henslow, an accomplished . botanist 
and geologist, anu ovher scientific men 
in Cambridge. ‘lo continue trom Mr. 
Bryce’s narrative: 

He hua not quite dropped the no- 
tion of taking oruers when Prof, Hen- 
slow told him that Capt. Fitzroy, 
who was to commund the Beagle on 
the voyage already referred to, was 
looking out for u naturalist to accom- 
juny tue expeuition. Hensow remem. 
faivd his young friend, then twenty- 
two yeurs of age. Darwin jumped at 
the proposal. Cuptuin Fitzroy accept- 
ed him, though at tirst deterred by the 
shupe of Durwin’s nose, which he 
thought indicuted a want of force of 
character ! 

The voyage lasted from 1831 till 
1836. It was Darwin’s education, and 
furnished the basis for his famous 
theory. The book in which he re- 
corded his observations, and which 
established his reputation us a scien- 
tific student, is a delightful boox, 
which any one, however scanty his 
knowledge of science, may read with 
| pleasure even to-day, when we know 
so much more ubout the places and 
the subjects of which it treats. Never 
did five years yield a richer harvest 
to any man than those years to Dar- 
win and to the world. But while they 
gave knowledge and brought fame, 
they took awuy health. He had been 
a strong man when he embarked. But 
the almost constant seasickness from 
which he suffered when the little ves- 
scl was tossing on the waves so told 
| upon him that when he landed his 
nheryous system was permanentiy 
weakened, and he was)never thereafter 
the same man plysiquly, never cup- 
“able of such ‘continuais hard mental 
| work, In 183) he married Miss Wedg- 
; wood, and in 1842, being in fairly 

easy circumstances, he bought the 
sinall estate of Down, nearly twenty 
miles from London, and settled him. 
self there for the rest of his life, giv- 
ing to his scientific observations and 
teflections all the time that his physi- 
cal weakness permitted.- He was 
tended with the most loving care by 
his wife and helped in his investige- 
tions by his sons, some of whom have 
themselves achieved high distinction 
in different branches of science.

Let 
them wait for the time to come when 
something may occur in their exneri- 
ences which will put them into the 
class of the broken-hearted and con- 
trite of spirit and cause them to feel 
after God, if haply they might find 
him as a satisfying portion, In har- 
mony with the Master’s direction, it 
is our aim to “bind up the broken- 
hearted; to comfort those that 
mourn” to toll them of the oil of joy 
which the Lord is willing to bestow 
for their spirit of heaviness and sor- 
row for sin (Isaiah xi, 1-3). As the 
Master expressed no reproof of those 
engaged in any form of moral reform. 
even asceticism, so it is with us. We 
desire to oppose no one who is doing 
any good work, whether he follow 
with us in every particular or not. 
There are so many engaged in doing 
evil works, and so few engaged in 
doing good, that not one of the latter 
class can be spared from the ranks 
of the service of righteousness, 

As the Master did not give his time 
to temperance reform, nor social re- 
form, not political reform, but did 
give his time to the instruction of the 
people in the doctrines of the Divine 
Word, so let us be intent to follow 
his instruction in this matter, not 
teaching for doctrines the precepts of 
men, but the Word.of God, which liv- 
eth and sbideth forever—expounding 
unto the people the Scriptures and as- 
sisting them to see the length and 
breadth of their meaning. Neverthe- 
less, as the religious teachers of the 
Maater’s day hated Jesus and his dis- 
ciples for this cause, ‘Because thev 
taught the people,” and persecuted 
them because they did not walk in 
the beaten paths of their day, 80 we 
may expect also to be hated without 
cause; so we may expect that the 
scribes and Pharisees and Doctors of 
the Law to-day will be grieved b:- 
cause the people are taught, because 
the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God shining in the face of Jesus 
Christ is presented to the people as 
an incentive to love and obedience, in- 
stead of the doctrine of eternal tor- 
ment. It matters not that all the edu. 
eted ministry to-day well know, and ! 
would not for a moment deny, their 
disbelief in the doctrine of eternal 
torment, if cross-ques‘ioned. Never- 
theless many of them hate ua and op- 
pose us, because we show the people 
the true interpretations of God's 
Word, an: lif: before the eyes of their 
understanding a God et Love, Just. 
Merciful, Righteous altogether, and 
fully cap:ble both in wisdom and 
power to work out all the glorious de- 
signs which he “purposed in himself 
before the foundation of the world ‘ 

1) They perceive that the teaching 
at KS Aoatiifies of Purgatory and 
eternal torment has not had a sanc- 
tilying influence upon mankind-in all 
the sixteen c@nturies in which it has 
been preached. They fear that to deny 
these doctrines now would make @ 
bad matter worse. They fear that if 
the Gospel of the Love of God and of 
the Bible—that it does not each eter- 
nal torment for any—were made gen- 
erally known, the effect upon the 
world would be to increase its wicked- 
ness, to make life and property less 
secure than now and to fill the world 
still more than now with blasphemies, 

(2) They fear also that a certain 
amount of discredit would come to 
themselves bocause, knowing that the 
Bible does not teach eternal torment. 
according to the Hebrew and Greek 
original, they secreted the knowledge 
from the people, They fevr that this 
would forever discredit them with 
their hearers. Hence they still out- 
wardly lend their influence to the 


doctrines of cternal torture, which 
they do not believe, and feel angry 
towards us because we teach the 


sople the Truth upon the subject, 
Which they know will bring to ‘eae 
hundreds of questions difficult te 
answer or dodge. 

I ask you, dear readera, Were you 
constrained to become children of 
God and to render to the Lord the| 
homage and the obedience of your 
lives through fear or through love? 
I am not asking you whether you 


never have feared; but I am neeing 
you -what brought you to the poin' | 
of consecratirg your life to God?) 
Surely that wis not fear! I am 
awure, of course, that there is a 
feur, reverence, and 
thut the Scriptures declare 1t—''!he 
fear (reverence) of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom” (Psalm cxi, 
10). But this is not the fear of eter. 
nal torn'ent, which tends to drive out 
love. How could we love or eateem

One of your tracts came 
to my desk in my store. I said that 
this was different from anything I 
ever understood respecting the teach- 
ings of the Bible. It seems more 
Godlike and more rational. I sent 
to you for various Bible Students’ 
Helps. The result, dear Brother 
Russell, is that the Love of God has 
constrained me, has conquered me, 
in a way that the doctrines of devilish 
torments could not influence me, 
Now I see the true teaching of God’s 
Word. I can honor him and worship 
him and tuke pleasure in laying down 
my life in his service. have made 
a full consecration of everything.

Montreal had an exciting municipal 
election recently, when the reform 
slate carried the day and the old bri- 
gude of discredi aldermen were 
swept out in a body. The new mayor, 
Dr. James J. Guerin, is one of the 
best known medical practitioners in 
the city. He was born in 1856 and 
raduated from the McGill Medical 
‘aculty in 1878. Since that time he 
has practiced medicine in Montreal, 
with one or two little side excursions 
into municipal and provincial poli- 
tics. For many years he has been 
head physician at the Hotel Dieu Hos. 
ital, and also professor of Clinical 
edicine for Laval University. In 
he was elected to the Quebec 
Legislature for Montreal Centre, and 
re-elected in 1897, when he wes called 
into the Cabinet of the late Hon. Mr. 
Marchand ss Minister without port- 
folio. On the defeat of the Marchand 
Ministry Dr. Guerin resigned from 
provincial politics, but continued his

interest in civic affairs. When the 
Citizens’ Committee were looking for 
a suitable man to occupy the chief 
seat in civic affairs they had no hesi- 
tation in going to Dr. Guerin with a 
request that he become their nominee. 
The doctor, like the sturdy Irish fight. 
er he is, accepted their nomination 
and entered the lists with a zeal 
which amazed even his best friends. 
On Feb. 1 he was elected by over 10.- 
600 majority, defeating Ion. Senator 
Casgrain, one of the strongest French- 
Canadian Senators in Montreal. 

Dr. Guerin is of Irish descent, a 
Catholic by religion, and a Liberal in 
eer @ curious coincidence, 

r. Guerin’s home on Dorchester 
street west was the former home of 
Hon, Charles Wilson, an ex-mayor of 
Montreal. A custom prevails in Mont- 
real of erecting civic lamp poste at 
the entrance to the mayor’s home. In 
the case of Dr. Guerin, the lamps 
erected in 1851 in honor of Hn. 
Charles Wilson may have been beacon 
lights urging the present occupant of 
the mayoralty chair to emulate the 
record of the former occupant of his 
stately old home, 

Dr. Guerin is a sane, practical man, 
with a clear-headed grasp of civic 
questions and the problems confront- 
ing a great city. Among these, he 
emphasized during his campaign the 
necessity of pure water, the installa- 
tion of a filtration plant, a complete 
system of street lighting, and the ne- 
cessity for better pav and better 
kept streets and lanes, and, in brief, 
the necessity for a business adminis- 
tration of the Canadian metropolis. 

Montreal has just started on an ex- 
tensive system of house-cleaning, and 
the people have spoken with no un- 
certain voice in favor of the better 

vernment of their city. That Dr. 

uerin will be equal to the task be- 
fore him no one who knows him has 
any doubt.

If there is one duty more delicate 

and invidious thin any other it is 
@urely that of deciding the relative 
positions of rival poutscians in the 
public favor; submitting them, big 
and little, to the arbitrament of the 
tape-measure anu determining to an 
inch their respective stutures. 
And yet this is the auty which is 
heerfully undertuken by the astute 
and long-headed manager of the 
Press Association, who keeps his fin- 
ger constantly on the pulse of public 
opinion, and decides to a_ hair's 
breadth what dose to administer to 
Mr. Asquith, Lord Curzon, Dr. Mac- 
Namara, or uy one of a hundred oth- 
er political orutors, 

The Press Assvciation is, of course, 
the great agency which collects and 
disseminutes general news to its cus- 
tomers. On its bovks there ure several 
hunured morning newspapers, and w 
each of them it must, among other 
things, send oul youuu reports of the 
hundreds of speecies desivered at elec- 
tion times ail over tue country, from 
the greut pronouncement of policy by 
the Wremier in the Aibert Hull to the 
gpeech ul a very wi.or luminary 10 
the Highlands of Scutiaud or the wilds 
of Connemara,

the association’s reporters in short 
hand, trunsiuted inw longhand, and 
telegraphed to London.

The Part Montreal Women Took In 
the Recent Civic Campaign. 

Montreal women went where glory 
waited them, recently, namely, 
the polls, where they made their In. 
fluence felt in no uncertain way on 
the side of civic reform. If the vex- 
@A question of “Votes for Women” 
were left to the decision of Montreal 
win, there is little doubt that—at the 
qernent moment, anyhow—the major- 
ity would say in effect, “By all 
‘means!’ On election day and for a 
ie while before, not a word was 
ard of the unwomanliness of voting 
or wanting to vote, but press, pulpit, 
ard Citizens’ Association candidates 
were all urgent on the duty of every 
woman voter—that is to say, widows 
and spinsters taxpayers—to make use 
of her franchise. And make use of 
it she did. A professional man, a 
member of the Volunteer Electoral 
League, mide actual count, and ascer- 
tained that in one ward eighty per 
cent. of the women go qualified voted. 
The proportion was smaller in most 
of the other wards, but altogether 
the women made a splendid showing, 
received thanks and encomiums from 
the victors, from the mayor down 
and, incidentally, effectually disposed 
of the argument that women wouldn’t 
ure the vote if they had it—particu- 
larly when a moral issue was at 
stake. ‘The big turnout was in large 
| measure due to good organization in 
which the Locil Council of Women 
took the lead. For days prior to the 
election, voluntcers from the Councjl, 
the Women’s Club, and the W.C.T. 
U., canvassed from house to house, 
in favor of those candidates for 
mayor, board of control and alder- 
men pledged to reform, while the St. 
Jean Baptiste Iidies did electioneer- 
ing among the French voters. On 
election day, the council had its com- 
mittee rooms, ind very busy scenes 
they were. Dr. Grace Ritchie, Eng. 
land, had charge of one; Prof. Carrie 
M. Derick, of McGill University, and 
Mrs. H. W. Weller, of the Women’s 
Club, looked after the second; Mrs. 
Walter E. Lyman, the gentle, 
manly” honorary -secretary of the 
council, conducted a third committee 
room with great tebe penning 
admirably sweet an unruffle 
throughout the strenuous day; Mrs. 
Thurston and Mrs. Scott, Temper- 
ance Union members, had the other 
two. Mrs. A. D. Durnford, treasurer 
of the local council, was active in 
the campaign; so were Mrs. N. C. 
Smillie (wife of Dr. Smillie); Mrs. 
Wellington Dixon (wife of the High 
School principal); Miss Roddick 
(sister of Dr. Roddick); Miss de 
Bellefeuille Macdonald, Mrs. Hender- 
son (wife of Dr. J. A. Henderson); 
Mrs. J. G. Savage (convener of the 
Pr aOL Broce, section in last summer’s 
nternational Congress); Mrs. J. H. 
Liddell, Mrs. Leman (daughter of 
Senxtor Beique), and Mrs, Gerin 
Lajoie (duughter of Sir Alexandre 
Lacoste), to mention only a very 
few of the many who devoted time 
and energy to interesting voters of 
their sex. Some, ‘including Mrs. 
James Morgan, gave their carriages 
on election day for driving voters 
crippled or ill to the polls.

LESSON FROM DENMARK 


J. H. GRISDALE TELLS FARMERS 
OF DAIRYING METI4ODS. 


Possible to Maintain Three Times the 
Present Number of Cattle—Special 
Preparation of Land for Seeding to 
Grass—Summer Feeding More |m- 
portant to Dairymen Than Winter 
Feeding, Says Mr. Grisdale. 


The keenest rivals of the Canadian 
dairymen are the small farmers of 
Holland and Deninark. With no bet- 
ter soil or climatic conditions the 
Danes are getting better results than 
Canadians on same acreages. This 
was the point made by J. H. Grisdale 
in his address at the Belleville dairy 
convention. While the Canadian is 
satisfied if he can keep from 20 to 
25 cattle to the hundred acres the 
Dane expects to keep from 75 to 100 
head. The Danes know how to feed 
tw best advantage and they grow all

their roughage. The question is how 
Sid do it. 

The answer is simple, In the first 

lace these men cultivate their farms. 

e usually make but a feeble pre- 
tence thereat. In the second place 
they grow the right crops and grow 
them well. We grow similar crops 
but handle them badly. The crops 
these men can grow most advantage- 
ously we can produce in even great- 
er abundance and with greater cer- 
tainty. Besides we can grow cheap- 
ly, easily a crop that never fails, 
corn. 

We could grow grasses, clovers and 
all other forage crops as well as any 
Dane or Dutchman, but we don’t. We 
should. Until we do we are not going 
to make the mark we might in milk 
production. 

Leaving rough lands or permanent 

astures aside not one farmer in a 
hundred makes the least effort at 
special preperation for pasture. The 
results are quite up to the prepara- 
tion, the cows starve and the farmers 
blame the woather. 


Vanishing London. 

For 250 years there have stood on 
the left-hand side of Fetter lane, go- 
ing up from Fleet street, three houses 
which survived even the Great Fire 
of London. Now they have come into 
the hands of the hous»brenkers, and 
in a few days they will have ceased 
to exist. 

Saipnelly these three old exbled 
buildings were part of Barnard’s Inn, 
which was founded in the fifteenth 
century. Their panelling and stair 
teils dite from the days of Queen 
Anne. Generations of lawyers have 
used the large, low-c:ilinged rooms, 
wi'h their queer cxpacious cupboards. 

Under the paint on the doors the 
names of some of thom mav still ba 
made out, though with difficulty. 

There sre many theories as to the 
origin of the lane’s name. Three hun- 
dred years ago it wns called “Fewtor 
lane.” The word ‘“Fewtor” meant idle 
person or loefer. It was, indeed, in 
those days a hannt of ne’er-do-wells 
and defnulters. Another idea is that 
the original name was Feuterer lane. 
Feuterer is a keeper of dogs, and there 
used to be a lot of them in the thor- 
oughfare, 

Nenr the spot where the ancient 
houses stand, at the Holborn end of 
Fetter lane, two conspirators, Tom- 
kins and Challoner, who were involy- 
ed in a plot in connection with the 
war between King Charles I. and 
his Parliament were publicly hanged 
more than 250 years ago.
